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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment does not place the application in condition for allowance because it does not 
overcome the written description requirement raised in the office action mailed on 9/23/03. Although the amended claims 1,9-12 limited 
the fragment to within a 9kb fragment 5' to the mouse villin gene, this still encompasses a large genus of nucleic acid molecules that is 5' 
to the mouse villin gene (it can be any 9kb fragment as long as it is 5' of the mouse villin gene). The specification only discloses one 
specific 9kb fragment that have promoter activity and tissue specific expression (extend 5.5 upstream from the transcription start site and 
3.5 downstream of the transcription start site) and several fragments inside this 9kb fragment. Therefore, the specification fails to 
describe a representative number of species by their complete structure or other identifying characteristics. And the written description 
requirement is not met. The newly added claims 32-35 requires new search. Therefore, this proposed amendment is not entered..
